Among the Joys, he enumerated 
"the triumphal demonstrations of 
faith" at the Lourdes pilgrimage 
and the Euchail-tie congresses at 
Buenos Aires and Cleveland. Ohio. 

His reasms for "profound sor- 
row" included "events In Russia. 
Mexico, and, in part, also In Ger- 
many." 

Turning, then, to the Italo- 
Ethloplan conflict, His Holiness 
continued 

"We do not want to mention 
those conflicts which preeccupv not 
nd Africa, but which 



may be fald to concern the whole 
world, because there is so much 
uncertainty among events and me, 
that there ( danger that our wo.'ds. 
no matter what they might be. 
either would not be well understood, 
or wou'd b" openly misinterpreted. 

"After all. that which could have 
been expected from us Justly and 
legitimately In favor of truth nnd 
Justice and charity, we have mani- 
fested many times. 

"We know that the words pro-

Dean Graham Discusses Need 
of Efficient Engineering; 
Corps; Was A.E.F. Colonel 
During War 



At the meeting of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers 
held at 7 o'clock Friday evening. 
Dean Graham spol e on "Military 
Engineering in France during the 
World War." 

Dean Graham, a colonel In the 
Engineering Corps of the A. E. F, 
served in France during the con- 
flict. He emphasized the impor- 
tance of an adequate and efficient 
engineering corps to the success of 
army warfare. He described, with 
the aid of a large military map of 
France, the location and building of 
warehouses, railroad terminals, hos- 
pitals and roads. 

During the latter part of the war 
Dean Graham was in charge of 
building docks at various points on 
the scacoast. He also described 
the difficulty of maintaining roads 
along the front line. 

Colonel Graham stated that a 
"man must change his entire view- 
point during the war. for money 
and materials do not count; time 
being the ever important factor."

LONDON, Dec. 16— (INS)— The 
British gove:nment stands firm on 
its thesis that any settlement of 
the Italo-Ethhiplan dispute must 
be consistent with the League of 
Nations covenant. Anthony Eden 
Minister for League affairs, told 
the House of Commons today. 

Although avoiding most opposl- 
1 tlon que;tions attempting to draw 
him out on the issue of the Hcare - 
Laval peace proposals. Eden did say 
that consistency with the covenant 
was an "Indispensable condition" of 
any settlement which the Brit>ti 
government would approve. 

By requesting the Hou'e to wait 
for Thursday's debate for a "full 
statement" on the widely-attacked 
Anglo-French peace plan, which 
would give half of Ethiopia t > Italv 
Eden rtuved off temporarily the real 
i im brewing among an Irate pub- 
lic and Parliament. 

However, his stutement that the 
Bovi rtanl would be honored was cat- 
enated to calm, for a time at least 
widelv -expressed fears that Britain 
and Frarce were preparing to "be- 
trav" Ethiopia and the League of 
Nations. 

It was the first time this view- 
had been expounded so offlclallv 
bv a inemb'T of the government 
situ it details of the Hoare-Laval plan 
wen- made public 

Eden told the House the League 
Itsvlf must be the arbiter In decid- 
ing what action is to be 



against an aggressor state, side- 
stepping a question put by Col. Jo- 
siah Wedgewood. Laborite, on 
"whether the government has made 
clear to France that pioeedure cf 
the League in connection with Ital- 
ian aggre'sion would be followed in 
case of r.gg'tssion in Austria or 
across the Rhine, and that such 
procedure would not be afficted by 
other agreements such as the Lo- 
carno Pact." 

Eden also avoided answering 
questions on the projected oil em- 
bargo against Ituly. the one sanc- 
tion bel'eved capable of bringing 
Iial\ up short and halting her In- 
vasion of Ethiopia.

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STUDENT RIGHTS MAINTAIN 



HOW TO MISUSE ONES RIGHTS 

In the Friday edition of The Krrnrl, under the 
UUlllHM headed "Student Opinion," ap|>eared an 
excellent example of how a small group of stu- 
dents ran become so obsessed with their opinions 
that they become blind to all sense of 
tions in the general fitness of things. 

Of course, everyone has an inalienable right 
Ul his own opinion. Recognizing this, The Ker- 
nel, published the aforesaid letter. However, 
The Krrnrl, lest it be misunderstood, docs not 
endorse the premises contained in the letter. 

The Krmrl believes it only fair to warn this 
organization that it is "barking on a cold trail." 
The University of Kentucky is an institution for 
the citizens of Kentucky. Naturally, the thought, 
spirit and general welfare of those citizens are 
leflected largclv in the attitude of its students. 
The people of Kentucky are as American as the 
stars and stri|>cs on the flag; thev will not tolerate 
Socialism, exereme Liberalism. Redism or any 
other "ism." There is no place in the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky for an organization such as the 
L I. D. sets itself up to be. 

If this small group of students wishes to set 
itself up as desiring a "social change" in out or- 
der, then they have the right to do so, unless, of 
rourse, they interfere with the normal course of 
life at the University; however, to ask official 
recognition of such a group, discloses a disposi- 
tion that takes loo much for granted, and an 
utter lack of the real understanding of the Uni- 
versity's ideals and those of its students. Be- 
lieving this. The Krrnrl heartily approves the 
.iction of President McVey and the Senate in 
refusing to give to this organization official con- 
sideration. 

As an organ of the University. Thr Krrnel 
cannot refrain from a rather smug satisfaction 
in its belief that neither the L. I. D. nor any 
other organization of its kind can survive on 
this campus. When the spokesman for this club 
says in his letter, "persons .... all agreed that 
the present social and economic order has failed 
because it no longer provides opportunity or 
even security for the common man .... it should 
be replaced by a new social order .... based 
upon collective ownership . ..." we can only 
smile, rcmeml>ering the time when our mother 
told us we were getting too big for our breeches. 

As a matter of fact "all agreed" that the 
nostrums supplied by the L. I. D. are the pan- 
acea for our ills? Indeed, are "all agreed" 
that the present social order should be replaced 
by a new social order, based on "collective own- 
ership," ydeped Communism?

m. South African time, we listened 
to a running commentary on the 
game between Notre Dame and An- 
napolis, broadcast through Bound - 
brook.
